Who Co-ordinates Army-Smashing Guns, Rockets? 
GIs Hold Maneuvers to Work 'Bugs' Out of Newest Weapons

WASHINGTON (/P) — New 


weapons — atomic 
cannon, 


guided missiles, rockets — are 
giving the Army fire power 
undreamed of not many years 
ago but they also are oreatnig 
serious problems in the al- 
ready 
intricate 
business 
of 


running an orderly, 
efficient 


battle. 
These arc among the prob- 
lems to be worked on in man- 
euvers, i n v o l v i n g 100,000 
Army men and airmen, start- 
ing this week in the Carolinas. 
They are the first big-scale 


exercises involving the firing I 
or simulated use of virtually 
all new weapons. 


Deciding what weapons to 


shoot at what target has been 
a source of argument 
even 


with 
conventional 
artillery 


and aircraft. The advent on 
the battlefield of "artillery" 
that can range out from 20 to 
scores or even hundreds of 
miles and has a much greater 
demolition 
radius 
in com- 


pounding the problem. 


The Army's new 280-milli- 


meter cannon, which like the 
"Corporal" 
missile 
or 
the 


"Honest John" heavy bom- 
bardment rocket fires either 
atomic or conventional explo- 
sive, is an example. 


The approximately 
11-inch 


gun has a maximum range of 
about 30 miles. Under pres- 
ent organization, the gun is 
considered "corps artillery." 
That means that control of 
batteries of the gun rests with 
the headquarters of a corps 
(A corps usually is composed 
of two or three Army divi- 
sions.) 
The control does not 


go back to a higher headquar- 
ters, such as a theater com- 


mand, where co-ordination of 
tactical bomber and fighter- 
bomber aircraft 
of the Air 


Force and Navy is maintained. 


Yet the range of the 280 
mm. gun and 
bombardment 


rocket, and especially of the 
guided missile, reaches out far 
ahead obliquely to either side 
of the normal fighting front 
of a corps. 


Some tacticians see in this 


rigidity of corps cpntrol both 
potential 
inefficiency 
and 


danger, contending that: 


1. A corps headquarters can 


decide to strike a target which 
is scheduled for or indeed al- 
ready may have been taken 
care of by bombing planes sent 
by a higher headquarters. 


2. Without 
co-ordination, 


planes heading for a target 
may fly into the path of fire 
from atomic cannon, missiles 
or rockets. 


The Carolina maneuvers will 


involve ground forces equal to 
an 
average 
corps—two di- 


visions of troops. 
Operating on average terrain 


and under average condition, 
the exercise will provide an 
opportunity for the Army to 
prove its claim that its 280 
mm. cannon can hit an enemy 
accurately 
under 
conditions 


which ground the Air Force's 
tactical bombers—in darkness 
or storm. 


The problem of pin-point- 


ing a target with a gun firing 
20 or 30 miles away could be 
just as difficult for the cannon 
as for the bomber. 
Accurate 


fire at that range, far beyond 


vision or check by ground in- 
struments, 
can 
be 
possible 


only through use of artillery 
spotter planes, some military 
men argue. 


If a spotter plane can get 


through to a target, a light 
bomber 
or 
fighter 
bomber, 


carrying anything up to an 
atomic bomb, can reach and 
find the same t a r g e t , these 
experts contend. 


They also say that even with 


a spotter plane, a bracketing 
fire must be used. It words this 
way: with the spotter plane 
i barrage. 


watching, one shell is fired. It 
may be over. The plane radios 
orders to make the next shell 
short. It may be under. The 
third shell should be on target. 


The critics say this is expen- 


sive business, even if the two 
bracketing shots are only con- 
ventional, non-atomic shells.

Dickenson Trial Opens; 
Accused of Informing 


WASHINGTON UIV-The Army 


has accused Cpl. Edward S. Dick- 
enson

Marlm Christensen were made m 
a "specification of charges" of- 
fered at the start of Dickenson's 
^urt-mnrtial 
The 23-year-olcl 


joldier from Cracker's Neck, Va., 
returned to the United

nftor repenting an earlier deci- 
sion to refuse repatriation and 
stay with the Communists. 


The trial opened before a court 


of nine officers ranging from a 
first lieutenant to Col. Walter J. 
Wolfe as court president. But the 
panel was reduced to eight by a 
defense challenge against 1st Lt. 
Andreas J. Moller, the lowest 
ranking member. 


GUY EMERY, civilian counsel 


for Dickenson moved for a dis- 
missal on the grounds Dickenson 
has been denied due process of 
law because his pay and family 
allotment were stopped pending 
the trial. The motion was denied 
by Col. Richard F. Scarborough, 
law officer for the trial. 
Scarborough also denied a de- 


fense motion to throw out an al- 
legation charging Dickenson with 
unauthorized communication with 
the enemy. The defense argued 


unsuccessfully that the charge was 
vague and that it was not intended 
to apply to a war prisoner who 
obviously must communicate with 
his captors. 
Dickenson 
sat 
clasping 
his 


hands in his lap during most of 
the preliminary proceedings. His 
slight, blonde wife occupied a seat 
in the third row of the spectator 
section from which she could ex- 
change occasional nervous glances 
with the prisoner.

VATICAN CITY (JP) — Pope 
Pius XII has called for an inter- 
national agreement banning the 
use of atomic and 
hydrogen 
bombs except in self-defense. 
The head of the Roman Cath- 
olic Church, broadcasting his 
annual Easter message, appealed 
for outlawing of the "destructive 
arms 
of 
unprecedented vio- 
lence." He said the new bombs 
and germ and chemical warfare 
have brought "the fear of a third 
world conflict and a dreadful 
future" to the people 
of the 
world. 


The world's rulers, the pope 
said, should turn 
their 
new 
knowledge of atomic energy ex- 
clusively to the 
purposes 
of 
peace.

The Pope recalled he had said 
as Ions ago as 1943 that atomic 
weapons could bring about "catas- 
trophe" for the entire planet.

In Britain, the church of Erig- 
land's two top leaders. also spoke 
of the "burden" of the H-bomb.

Dr. Geoffrey Fisher, the 
archbishop of Canterbury, said in 
his Easter sermon that efforts to 
reach agreement to prevent use of 
vastly destructive weapons must 
continue. 
"To abolish the bomb," said Dr. 
Fisher, "you must agree with 
others, and others with you, to 
lower all threats and barriers." 
The archbishop of York, second- 
ranking church of England offi- 
cial, said: "He who resolutely re- 
fuses to believe that the use of 
this fashion (the H-bomb) is in- 
evitable, will not sit down in fa- 
talistic despair before its threat." 
The archbishop, Dr. Cyril Gar- 
bett, added, "The Christian . . . 
will do all within his power to con- 
quer the sins which might lead 
to its use."

Windshield 6Pc*x' Spreads Eastward

"glasspox" 
epidemic 
of 
mysteriously pitted automobile 
windshields s p r e a d eastward 
across the nation from the Pa- 
cific Northwest where hundreds 
of 
car 
windows have 
been 
pocked in recent weeks. 
The cause of the 
so-called 
"ghostly" phenomenon had not 
been determined but, whatever 
it is, one atomic scientist said it 
is not radiation. 
It was likely that some of the 
latest reports came from persons 
who—excited by publicity—took 
a hard look at their windshields 
and found old pits caused by 
gravel or little boys .with BB 
guns. 
In the Seattle area, where hun- 
dreds of windshields were mys- 
teriously 
pitted, the epidemic 


apparently was ending and com- 
plaints of damaged windshields 
were dropping off. 


Over the week end reports of 
unexplained windshield damage 
were made in such widely scat- 
tered areas as Wisconsin. Texas, 
Illinois. North Carolina, Indiana, 
Michigan, 
Ohio 
and 
British 


Columbia. 


As in Seattle, an oily ash or 
dust deposit was sometimes found 
in the pits, raising the possibility 
that an airborne agent was re- 
sponsible for the pittings. The 
windshields were not broken by 
the force of a blow in War' ' 'ton 
state but, rather, merely cracked 
or pocked mysteriously. 
In Michigan, state police said 
that chips appeared 
in wind- 
shields on about nine out of 10 


cars on Mt. Pleasant streets. 
Similar pockmarks were eported 
on cars in nearby Alma, Mich. 
Police said car tops and green- 
house roofs in the Mt. Pleasanl- 
Alrna area also were scarred.

They Like Their Turnpike 


The Cynic's Corntr 


While teams of aerial surveyors ilew 


here and there over southeastern Kansas, 
looking for the best route for a turnpike, 
one reporter from one Kansas town was in 
Oklahoma, checking with towns that had 
entered protects before their toll road was 
built. 


He wasn't loo astonished to lind that Bns- 


low, Stroud, Chandler and Sapulpa business 
interests had found all their tears gtound- 
less. They had anticipated 
the turnpike 


would take tiade a\\,.y from their restaurant 
operators, ^.u-.i^einen and others; thai tial- 
fjc would be diveitod from othei highways, 
and that tourist business would be gone with 
the wind. None ot these things happened. 
What has happened is that ictail business 
is better in some of the towns, and worse 
in mine of them. 


When -slate highway systems were new, 


and bu.-mess had only p.utly lenhi-ed what 
they could mean to a locality, every town 
and citv along the i oute insisted that the 
road come directly through town. The result 
was a headache that has been expensively 
cured in many instance^. Viitually every 


Main street became a speedway for tourists, 
seeking only the quickest way through. For 
every car that stopped at a barbecue or pop 
shop or thine stoic or hotel, scores and 
hundreds whi//ed by in a cloud of dust 
(which eventually led to a good deal of 
paving), bound lor the nearest city, were 
it -40 or 400 miles up the road. 


That pattern was broken up, and com- 


munities guon a chance to plan now see 
to it that highways are routed through the 
outskirts or quite out of town. Oklahomans 
in general are well inclined toward their 
turnpike, a lact which should make it easier 
to gel going in Kansas. One fact alone, an 
hour and a half shorter driving time be- 
tween Topeka and Wichita, should do a good 
deal to sell the system. After all, with con- 
tinental tralfic pouring out of the East like 
Niagara, other areas can hardly risk unpre- 
puredness.

A Sacrifice Enforced 


The faster a country develops, the more 


the population burgeons, the Jaither uib.in 
conditions stretch out in cvci> dnectlon, the 
mnie acute hot omes the disiirss ot those 
citizens who are conccined with consci \injj 
a national heritage th.il cannot be restored, 
once it is gone. So when it was proposed 
to build a dam in Echo Park as pai t of an 
Upper Colorado river storage pioject, 8,000 
citizens in a .single group, the Sierra club 
of San Francisco, petitioned the President 
to ha\e the plans re-studied. They called 
•the plan "an unnecessary and extremely 
dangerous violation of the national park 
system, which has been fosteied by all out- 
great presidents since Lincoln." 


Echo Park is in the Dinosaur National 


Monument, near the Utah-Colorado border, 
an area whose wild canyons, rushing wa- 
ters and primitive wilderness make it one 
of the great unspoiled preserves on this 
continent. Much ot it will be inundated 
when the dam is built, as it will be, now 
that the House Reclamation Subcommittee 
has taken its stand on the basis of testi- 
mony 
by 
qualified 
engineers. 
Not 
so 


crammed with fabulous and grotesque fea- 
tures as the more frequented Yellowstone, 
for instance, it still draws thousands of 
visitors who rely less on novelty and sur- 
prise than on the sheer majesty, untamed 
and inviolate, of the Dinosaur. The most 
frequently visited national parks are threa- 
tened by the carelessness and jnconsidera- 
•tion of the hordes and the neglect and 
inconsistent policies of government, as Ber- 
nard DeVoto so ably showed in a recent 
series of magazine articles. 


Echo Park, on the other hand, will be sac- 


rificed to an urgent necessity; there could 
hardly be one moi e impelling. Throughout 
the \Vest, all over this country to greater 
or less degree, perhaps in all the continent, 
the gicat immediate problem is water In- 
dustrial 
processes, 
growing 
populations, 


more luxurious living, climatic changes— 
all these have tapped and sapped the supply 
of an indispensable element. Fifty years ago 
nobody even thought of such a thing. Water 
was regarded, like air, as just being there. 
Some effort was necessary lo get it, but it 
was there. Now it isn't, in anything like 
the necessary quantities, ff it can only be 
made available through sacrificing some 
other lesource, tangible or intangible, then 
that sacrifice is on the books. 


Conservationists can still be well em- 


ploved in trj-ing to save (he people's parks 
from 
their own heedless vandalism and 


from the shortsightedness obvious in some 
governmental policies. Elsewhere they must 
bow to necessity and be grateful for what 
is still left to them. 


Handle With Care

Newsweek, but at least two members of the 
S e n a t_e subcommittee 
investigating . the 


charge that Sen. McCarthy sought army 
favors for Pvt. G. David Schine can be 
expected to proceed with extreme caution.

One, a Democrat, tried to keep the 
son of a labor leader out of combat zones 
during World War II. The other, a Republi- 
can, intervened with the Army on behalf 
of the son of an industrialist. 


Texas Acts in Character 


Naturally it would be Texas that led the 


way in outlawing not merely Communism 
but Communists. The state that has lived 
and thrived under six flags isn't about to 
take a chance on a seventh, a red one. 


Gov. Allan Shivers, who held out for a 


while for giving juries power to vote the 
death penalty for Communists, finally cx- 
cepted those proposed by the legislature and 
based on recommendations of the governor's 
industrial commission, whose members took 
the rational position that the death penalty 
would make convictions harder to get. While 
the state senate unanimously approved the 
measure, a few negative votes were cast in 
the other house. Attorney General Brownell 
had warned that outlawing the party would 
merely drive it underground. The governor 
has said he will sign the bill, probably dur- 


ing the coming week. It will take effect 
July 12—by which time it can be assumed 
that theie wil be fewei, if any, practicing 
Reds in Texas. Nor will it do them any good 
to change the name of their party to the 
Chowder and Marching Society, or western 
equivalent thereof. For proven membership 
in any subversive group will be grounds for 
a 20-year prison term and or fines up to 
$20,000. The party Communist is specifically 
named, however, in a clause making it a 
crime to aid in attempting lo overthrow—or 
to alter—the present form of constitutional 
government.

Many people scold me roundly and say 


I should never mention heredity as the 
cause of chronic disease. Some go so far 
as to say that I have lost my mind; others 
tell me I ought lo read the literature of 
modern psychiatry and learn there that 
there rarely is any such thing as the inheri- 
tance ot mental disease. 


Actually, for much of my 


life, I have been reading scores 
of splendid books and articles 
written by the several great 
men who, in the last 100 years, 
have studied well the inheri- 
tance, not only of mental dis- 
ease but of ability and genius. 
I wish my critics would read 
the wonderful book, "Heredity 
in Health and Mental Disord- 
er," 
just 
published 
by my 


friend, 
Professor 
Franz 
Kallmann, 
of 


Columbia University, who has spent much 
of his life studying the heredity of psychosis 
and other diseases. 
He can now tell a 


person just what the chances are that his 
children will or will not get a 
mental 


breakdown. 
All depends on whether the 


man and his wife have healthy relatives or 
some relatives with a psychosis. 
Professor 


Kallmann can now give the probabilities in 
percentages, based on a study of thousands 
of cases.

I BELONG to societies of human gene- 


ticists and eugenists, most of whose mem- 
bers are able and eminent professors who 
have spent their lives studying the inheri- 
tance of many diseases and malformations. 
I am sure that no one who has spent his 
life breeding fine animals would ever pay 
any attention to a man who would say to 
him that there is nothing to heredity. If 
a man wants a race horse that will win the 
Derby, he must be a goodgeneticist; if he 
wants to breed the best dog shown in 
Madison Square Garden, he must be a good 
geneticist; and if he wants to get the prize 
for the cow with the biggest yield of butter 
fat in the United States, he must be a good 
geneticist. 


Surely all of use know that man, also, 


is an animal, whose boay has to follow the 
same laws of heredity that produce a prize. 
horse or dog or cow. Everything about us: 
the color of our haii; the color of our eyes, 
the texture of our skin, our height, our 
\veight, our temperament, our ability, and 
usually our chacater, is inherited. Today, 
great courts in our land will accept the 
report of a laboratory expert, who after 
having examined the blood of a man accused 
of paternity, and that of his supposed child, 


will say, "This man cannot possiblyxW*4h« 
father of that child."

* 


I OFTEN SAY to people when they scold 
me for mentioning the heredity nature of 
some illness, "You are forgetting how won- 
derful it is that you can trust to the great 
probability that all of your children will be 
able uiid pleasant and perhaps brilliant. 
Why can you trust to this? 
Because you 
and your wife have good nervous health as 
far back among your ancestors and uncles 
and aunts as you can search. There isn't 
one black sheep in the two tribes, let alone 
an insane or an alcoholic or a feeble-minded 
person. 
Isn't it comforting to know then 


that, barring a birth injury, or an attack of 
meningitis or encephalitis, all of your chil- 
dren will be normal and Jikcly to go through 
college with good marks?" 


This great confidence that sane people 


with a grood nervous heredity back of them 
can have in regard to their children is so 
comforting: that I wonder why so many now 
want to give it up. "Oh, no," they say, "of 
course we do not want to give up the good 
side of heredity; we want just to deny the 
bad side. 
We just won't believe that the 


child of a drunken hum and an insane or 
stupid mother is likely to be a human mess." 
My answer is that \vc cannot take the good 
side of heredity without the bad. 


IiNCIDENTALLY, 
there 
is 
a curious 


quirk about this heredity business. So long 
as a professor studies the inheritance of 
diabetes, gout, familial blindness, or familial 
paralysis, no one questions his results; and 
no one writes him nasty letters. But just 
let him start studying the heredity of 
psychosis, 
epilepsy 
or 
feeblemindedness, 


and instantly many a man's hand is against 
him. 
His results then are cither ignored or 


jeered at, even by many men and women 
who hold college degrees. 


Why do we human beings behave in such 


a foolish way? Simply because most of us 
are ruled not entirely by our brains, but 
largely by our emotions. 
Hence we get 


angry xvith the man who says something 
that we hate to hear, or wish were not 
true. 
As a supposedly intelligent college 


graduate said to me the other day, "I just 
won't believe that epilepsy is hereditary, 
and I have gathered figures to prove that 
I'm right " 
] asked him why he was so 


steamed up ovec the thing, and he said, as 
I expected, that his mother had had epi- 
lepsy, and he just was not going to believe 
that any of his children would ever have 
it 
I sympathized deeply and understood, 


but, 
as a physician, knowing the facts, I 


could not go along with him.

in which to read or answer requests for 
information.

continue without change or let- 
up. 
The Atomic Commission will continue 


to create new and more efficient atomic 
arms. 


The U.S. will continue to conduct ther- 


monuclear tests whenever they are deemed 
necessary. 
There isn't the remotest inten- 


tion ot" halting these vital experiments. 


Future tests of this kind will be larger 


than in the past. 


The first atomic submarine, the USS
